Some #lx woeks ago M. H. Frey, the son
of a wealthy florist of Lincoln, Neb., pur-
chased the futercst of City Treasurer
Brooks Reed In the firm of McPherson &
Reed, florists,. A fow days after locating
here he engaged rooma and board for him-
eelf and wife at a boarding house on Wash-
Ington avenue, where he was Joined by &
handsome and stylish appearing young
woman whom he introduced ns Mrs. Frey,
The couple seemed extremely affectionate
and were seldom seen apart, the young
woman accompanying Frey to and from his
place of business each day, and no one had
the slightest suspicion they were not what
they cladimed to be.

Developments yesterday disclosed the fact
that the young woman is Mrs. Lucinda
Venner, wife of D. E. Venner, n grocer of
Eagle, Neb. Frey and Mrs, Venner were
wrrested at an early hour at thelr boarding
house on an information filed by Venner,
charging them with adultery.

Venner arrived bere Monday night and
accompanied Detective Welr and Captain
Denny to the house whera the arrest was
made. Frey refused to admit the ofMeers
and Weir was foreed to break in the door,
Frey drew n revolver but was digarmed be-
fore he hud time to use It, They were taken
to the eity Jall and later committed to the
county Jall in default of bonds, which were
fixed by Justice Vien at $500 each.

Prey expects to be alle to furnigh a bond,
having telegraphed to his father In Lin-
coin to furnish the security. He has also
secured the services of an attorney from
Lincvoln, who arrived yesterday afternoon,

Frey lhns a wife living in Lincoln but
clalms to have been divorced, If such is
nop the case he cannot, under the lowa
dtatutes, be held upon the Information of
Venner, and a telegram has been sent to
Mrs. Frey asking her to come here and
file an Information.

According to Venner's story, he has been
camplng on Frey's trail ever since last
December, On December 16 Venner placed
his wife on board the train at Lincoln to
visit her relatives in Muscatine, In. A few
days later he heard she had gone off with
snother man, He finally traced her to
Council Bluffs, her arrest and that of Frey
following.

BOARD OF ED ('A'l‘lﬂ." MEETING.
June 1 to Be n Hollday on Account of
the Exposition,

At the specinl meeting of the Board of
Hdueation last night It was declded to make
Wednesday, June 1, a hollday among the
¢ity achools in order to afford the puplls and
teachers an opportunity to attend the open-
Ing of the Transmisslssippl Exposition, The
superintendent brought befere the meeting
the matter of making an exhibit of the
school work at the exposition and made
several suggestions as to the matter in
which It should be made if it was decided
to do s0. Principal Hayden stated that the
puplls and teachers were ambitious that an
exhibit of the work In the different branches
at the High school be made. After con-
slderable discussion the matter was referred
to the committees on teachers and finance
together with the president of the bonrd.
These commitlees are to ascertain the prob-
able cost of making an exhibit, In which
bulldlug the exhibit can be made at the
least cost and to report to the board at an

early date,

On motion of Member Cooper It was de-
cided to stop the printing of the aunnunl
report ordered by the old board until the
new course of study s arranged and then
only to print such portions as the board
may approve. The contract for printing the
report was let by the old board to a local
firm. Member Cooper, in defense of his po-
sitlon, stated that he did not belleve the
law contemplated boards of education print-
Ing annual reports at a big expense to the
taxpayera. Heretofore It has been cus-
tomary for the report to be printed every
three years, and of the last one some 05,000
coples were printed.

The matter of the sldewalks In front of
the old Plerce Street and Righth Avenue
schools, ordered lnid by the city councll, was
referred to Chalrman Henry of the commit-
tee on bulldings with power to act.

A resolution was passed that no teacher
should draw her pay for the last five weeks
of schools until she had completed her work
and received a certificate to that effect from
the superintendent.

The matter of preseribing a course of
study for the new school year, which the
law requires the board to do, was referred
to the committee on teachers and course
of study, with instructions to report to
the board at a meeting to be called by them
when ready,

The authority granted Superintendent
Hisey at the previous meeting to employ a
stenographer was rescinded on motion of
Member Cooper that the stenographer's
services be dispensed with,

Beveral bills left over from the regular
meeting were ordered pald, but one for $3,00
for a cord of wood was referred to Member
Spruit, he haviog ordered it. The board has
a contract with Spencer Smith to supply
wood at $2.70 a cord,

Journey:

“Father Clarkson sald at one of our early
gettler plenics that It was hard for him to
belleve that the distance to California and
the Pacifie const was ns many miles ns It
is taught us by our mapg, remarking that
he had been (o Pasadens, San Francisco
and the National park, but that he had been
carried there by rallways, In easy and lux-
urlous conches, and whirled through the val-
leye and great plains by the powerful loco-
motives, that have almost annihilated space.
But when I think of the distance between
Malne aod the stute of Indlana 1 know what
It menns, for 1 drove a two-horse team the
entire distance, and when I think of the dis-
tance from Brookville, Iod., to Grundy
county, lown, | know the distance, for 1
fdrove & mule team from one place to the

other, and know that the maps give the
correct distance,
“The spring of 1868 was very wet; it

rained by day, rained at night and rained by
the week, On the morning of May 24 1 took
my little gripsack and went over to the
stage ofMice on Second etreot, near where
Huarbach’s brick bullding Is now oceupled by
J. €. Cunningham ns a poultry house, with
the intention of golng to Council Bluffs by
stuge. T asked Mr. Sears, the way hill clerk,
the fare to the Bluffs, ‘Fifteen dollars,” was
the prompt reply. ‘When will the stage get
there? I asked. ‘I don't know,” he replied,
I turned to A. T. Johnson, the business
mannger, asked him when he thought the
stage would reach the Bluffs. He answered:
‘1 eannot tell; the rpnds are very bad, and
the sloughs are terfible.’ 1 asked Colonel
B. K. Hooker, the general manager of the
(reat Western Stage compuany. He replied:
‘1 eannot say; the roads are bad and a great
many of the bridges wre gone. One cannol
make any promises” 1" then asked Clerk
Senrs If the waybill -wns full. He replied
that it was; that 101 wished to go I could
ride outside, on the Yop or with the driver,
but the fare was the same. 1 thanked him,
and declined to enter. m¥ name as a passen-
ger.

“Some people think that conductors on
railroads are independent. If they had lived
in the days of waybilld and stage coaches
they would know what igdependence meant.
Conductors of stoge ceaches were monarchs
over the traveling public,

Wouliln't! Pay  Fare,

“It was Importanl that T should go to
the Bluffe. Being no stranger to taking
long journceys on foot, 1 took my little grip
and bade goodbye. The first day 1 reached
the Eagle house, near where Redfield Is
now located. The second day It ralned
most of the time, but I arrived at Dalman-
atha In time for supper, There were two
Mormon elders there that night and they
entertalnea me very much with thelr views
of the scriptures. The third day I took din-
ner at Squire Morrison's stage station and
that evening I arrived at Lewis, then the
county seat of Cass county, The fourth day
1 reached Reed's station at Big Grove, in
Pottawattamie county. The fifth day 1 had
a pleasant walk into Council Bluffs, where
I arrived about 8 o'clock p. m.

“I remained in the Bluffs a few days.
There were a great many Mormons at the
Bluffs and still more up at Florence, a few
miles above Omaha. One morning a large
delegation of Mormon emigrants that had
arrived In the Bluffs started to go to Flor-
ence by the way of Crescent City, a few
miles north of the Bluffs. It was o motley
crowil—men, women and children—but more
women than men and a few old grand-
mothers; they had wagons, horses and hand
carts, that were loaded and pulled by wo-
men and men.
